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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF 


THE  RUGELEY  UNBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the 

Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  District,  and  upon  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1967. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  for  the  District  was  16,850,  an 
increase  of  350  over  the  previous  year. 

Live  births  totalled  495 ?  and  deaths  were  127?  so  the  natural  increase 
was  368.  It  is  apparent  that  the  Registrar  General  considers  that  there 
was  no  "overspill"  of  families  from  other  areas  into  Rugeley  in  1967? 
or  that  any  such  overspill  was  counterbalanced  by  families  moving  out  of 
the  district. 

The  495  births  produced  an  actual  live  birth  rate  of  29«4  (National  rate 
17.2) 

This  is  a  record  high  rate,  even  for  Rugeley,  and  it  occurs  in  a  period 
when  the  National  birth  rate  is  declining. 

Even  when  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor  -  a  device  intended  to 
compensate  for  the  age  structure  of  the  population,  the  comparative 
figure  (not  an  actual  figure)  is  26.86,  which  is  still  50m  above  the 
National  average. 

The  still  birth  rate  (12.12)  is  below  the  National  figure  ( 1 4 . 8)  and 
below  the  Rugeley  figure  for  last  year  ( 13*04). 

Ten  years  ago  (1957)  this  figure  (at  34.96)  was  more  than  double  the 
present  rate  which  is  very  good  indeed,  and  reflects  credit  on  the 
maternity  services. 

The  infant  mortality  rate,  at  20.02  was  marginally  above  the  National 
average  of  1 8 . 3  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  causes  vcre  mostly  prematurity  (3)  and  respiratory  disease  (5)* 

There  was  one  death  from  congenital  heart  disease,  and  one  from 
oesophageal  atresia 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  the  12th  year  in  succession. 

The  low  maternal  mortality  rates  now  being  obtained  are  not  so  much 
the  result  of  heroic  measures  at  the  time  birth,  as  of  anticipation 
of  trouble  in  the  ante  natal  period,  and  the  making  of  satisfactory 
arrangements  to  obviate  the  development  of  critical  situations  at  the 
time  of  labour  and  delivery. 


There  were  127  deaths  in  the  District,  giving 
an  actual  death  rate  of  7*5?  which  is  much  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  age  and  sex  constitution  of  a  population  has  significant  bearing  on 
the  death  rate  and  for  comparative  purposes  Rugeley* s  favourable  position 
in  these  respects  is  "corrected"  by  a  factor  of  1.56* 

V/hen  this  is  done  a  comparative  rate  (not  actual)  of  11.7  is  obtained  to 
be  set  against  the  National  rate  of  11.2. 

The  causes  of  death  follow  the  usual  pattern  -  Cardiovascular  disease, 
heart  failure  in  its  various  forms  including  coronary  thrombosis,  and 
strokes,  are  by  far  the  commonest  causes  of  death,  and  since  they  occur 
predominantly  in  subjects  of  advanced  age,  the  average  age  at  death  in 
this  group  was  71  * 

Deaths  from  cancer  were  a  long  v/ay  behind  and  accounted  for  17*1^  of 
deaths. 
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/ 


Bronchitis  was  recorded  as  the  cause  of  death  in  1C$  of  cases. 

It  is  certainly  a  very  common  condition  in  older  age  groups  and 
it  is  no  surprise  that  those  who  escape  from  circulatory  disease 
and  cancer  should  eventually  succumb  to  bronchitis  and  broncho¬ 
pneumonia. 


There  were  14 7  notifications  of  measles  during  the  year.  This 
disease  of  course  spreads  without  let  or  hindrance  under  present 
circumstances.  This  unfettered  incidence  will  however  serve  as  a 
base  line  against  which  to  measure  the  success  of  future  .  measures. 

Only  two  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year. 
This  is  a  very  small  incidence,  due  no  doubt  to  the  widespread  use 
of  triple  vaccine  immunisation  of  infants. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

There  was  one  case  of  dysentery. 

No  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  arose  within  the  urban  district, 
but  three  new  cases  were  transferred  in  from  elsewhere. 

One  patient  died  (at  age  65)  three  recovered  and  one  was  transferred 
out  of  the  district. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  register  fell  to  4"). 

This  number  has  been  falling  steadily  notwithstanding  that  the 
population  has  been  increasing. 


Routine  checks  on  water  supplies  and  upon  food  stuffs  were 
carried  out  throughout  the  year. 

Laboratory  reports  on  water  were  uniformally  satisfactory,  and 
those  on  foods  showed  only  some  minor  deviations  from  required 
standards. 


During  the  year  the  Council  built  no  houses  or  bungalows. 
333  houses  and  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  record  once  more  my  appreciation 
of  the  help  and  co-operation  from  colleagues  on  the  staff,  and  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support.

The  supply  is  a  constant  one,  and  does  not  have  a  plumbo-solvent 
action.  There  was  no  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination 
during  the  year. 

All  the  dwelling  houses  etc.,  in  the  district  are  supplied  from 
the  public  mains,  and  the  supply  in  each  case  is  directly  over  the  sink.
